Hoover may have to switch his plans 
with respect to the naval treaty. Ad- 
vice from Capitol Hill is to the ef- 
fect the senate will not act on the 
treaty at a special session if called 
but will allow the matter to drift 
until the autumn when elections are 
out of the way.

that he really has a better chance of 
; ction. at the present session and 
that ..there are enough votes to ratify. 
Mr. \Hoover is interested jn getting 
action and does not care whether it 
is at the present session or an extra 
session. 
Certainly if there Is any 


more to delay a vote-when the mat- 
ter is called up now, he can still use 
the threat of a special session. 


Meanwhile Senator Hirman John- 


eon of California, who is lead-ing the 
fight against the treaty is stirring 
up opposition and insisting1 that the 
president does not dare allow public 
opinion to 
crystallize during 
the 


summer months. The California sen- 
ator is one of the original irreeoncil- 
ables and has always declared that 
treaties should be thoroughly dls- 
cused. 
Tactics of delay helped to 


defeat the Versailles treaty and Mr. 
Johnson is believed to feel that what 
is a minority can ultimately be turn- 
ed into sufficient votes to defeat the 
present measure. 
Inasmuch 
as it 


takes a two-thirds vote to ratify 
a 


treaty Mr. Johnson needs only to 
get one more 
vote than a third, 


namely, S3 votes. At present writing 
no such number of anti-treaty votes 
is in sight.

for the government warehouses will 
continue to satisfy the desires of the 
tourists and residents. 


Scores of thousands of cases of li- 


quor have been shipped out of the 
dominion during 
recent 
months. 


Proponents of the law requiring: that 
the private warehouses be emptied 
by June 11, argued that it would aid 
the United States by reducing liquor 
traffic between the countries. 


The law passed at Ottawa on June 


11, 1928, forbade further Importa- 
tions by private warehouse Interests 
and gave them two years to clean 
up their enormous stocks. 
Within 


a week their licenses expire and the 
government may seize, sell or destroy 
what they have left.

BISHOP CANNON IS RIGHT 
We hold no brief for Bishop Cannon 


in either his prohibition, financial 
or 


political activities, but we think he is 
wholly right in his defiance of the sen- 
ate committee and his refusal to an- 
swer questions put to him by Senator 
Blaine and others of the inquisition sit- 
ting at Washington. The Wisconsin 
senator has in particular been obnox- 
ious in his treatment of witnesses in 
this investigation, much of which 
is 


pointless and purposeless. 


The attempt of the committee to 


quiz Mr. Cannon on his purely person- 
al political work is a rank violation of 
the rights of citizenship. Regardless of 
whether the scope of the senatorial in- 
quiry contemplated such questions, it 
is a persecution of the individual that 
ought not to be tolerated. A man's poli- 
tics is his own private affair, just as is 
his religion, and his legitimate pur- 
suits, so long as he obeys the laws of 
the land. They are not the business of 
others, including the United States 
senate. Even if he has violated the 
laws he can stand on his constitutional 
rights and refuse to testify. 


When the senate committee finished 


with actual investigation of lobbying 
it was through. And only that part of 
lobbying which related to legislation 
sought or opposed by special interests 
or for ulterior objects was of any real 
concern to the nation. The inquiry into 
the activities both for and against pro- 
hibition, in elections as well as in leg- 
islation, is nine-tenths political and of 
small consequence one way or the oth- 
er. Certain senators have, however, 
used it as an opportunity to persecute 
witnesses and to 
manufacture cam- 


paign material. 


Bishop Cannon, regardless of one's 


opinion of him in a general way, must

ROBERT SCOTT'S BIRTH 


On June 6, 1SCS, Robert Scott, Arctic explorer, 


who led an expedition to the South Pole by the 
longest continuous sledge journey ever made in 
the polar regions, was born in Devonport, Eng- 
land. 
ile entered the navy at the age of 14, and 


first attracted attention as a torpedo lieutenant 
of the H. M. S. Majestic, where his associations 
with Arctic explorers led to his future career. 
In 1901 he was ulaced in command of an ant- 
arctic 
expedition 
during which he discovered 


King Edward VII land and reached a latitude 
which was then a new "farthest south." 


Nine years later lie set out in command of a 


new • expedition for antarctic discovery. After a 
sledge .iournov of 1S12 miles Scott reached the 
South Pole Jan. IS, 3012, five works later than 
Amundsen. He found the lattcr's Norwegian flag 
and tent and carried away photographs of them. 
.Some two months later, on the return journey, 
Scott and his entire party perished. 


Four 
days 
before he died Scott wrote this 


famous message 1o England: "T do not regret 
this journey, which has shown that/Englishmen

endure 
hardships, help one another, and 


meet death with as ereat fortitude as ever n 
the past . . . We have been willing to give our 
lives for this enterprise, which is for the honor 
of our country."

BAD TONSILS STOLEN WHILE 


YOU WAKE. 


An 
accomplice 
conceded 
there 


might be something in all I had said 
(and I had said1 considerable) about 
the diathermy extirpation of tonsils 
and the scandal of surgical tonsil- 
lectomy. Not being familiar with the 
technic of diathermy extirpation he 
did not feel competent to pass judg- 
ment, but he believed he could steal 
the average patient's tonsils without 
subjecting the patient to any of the 
risks of serious annoyances of ordl 
nary surgical tonslllectomy. I said 
"Teh?" or words to that effect, so 
my medical friend invited me to his 
clinic. 


He first determines whether the 


patient's gagging reflex is very ac- 
tive, by inserting a tongue depresser 
and1 noting how the patient reacts 
to it. If the reflex is too active, he 
suppresses it with an application of 
cocain; in about half the cases this 
is not necessary. Next he infiltrates 
the deep pedicle or root of the tonsil 
with a solution of quinine and urea 
hydro-chlorid, skilfully placing this 
exactly between the two nerves en- 
tering the tonsil at that point. This 
"blocks" tho nerves; numbs the ton- 
sil for several days, not just an hour 
o;- two. Then after waiting 10 min- 
utes the operator proceeds to remove 
tho tonsils, the while the patient 
beams around on nurses, spectators 
etcotra, at least as well as he can 
with his mouth and throat full of 
divers implements, suction gadgets, 
surgeon's hands and the like. At 
one point dense old scar tissue (re- 
sult of repeated attacks of tonsillitis) 
offers so much resistance that it has 
to be cut with special scissors. Here 
the patient actually and unmistakab- 
ly winced. Well, thought I, it's un- 
fortunate; so far the demonstration 
secmetj to be a great success. But 
alas, just when it was about finished, 
the patient grimaced fully as fright- 
fully as I would If my dentist made 
one of: those terrible; lunges when 
filling a tooth.

sauces and garnishes 
should be 


served with certain meats and what 
desserts are dletetlcally right with 
the remainder of the meal. 


Beef, lamb, veal, mutton, poultry 


and fish are the summer meats with 
many varieties of "by-products" of- 
fered to tempt 
lagging 
appetites. 


Smoked pork products, the so-called 
"summer sausages," beef and veal 
tongue, both fresh and corned, as 
well as corned beef, add to the list. 


Almost any vegetable goes well 


with beef. Mushroom sauce is de- 
licious and horseradish traditional. 
The dessert should be simple and not 
too rich, for beef is one of the hear- 
ty meats. The cut of beef chosen 
largely determines the type of des- 
sert. Filet of beef demands a more 
laborate dessert than round steak. 
This is an excellent beef combina- 


tion: 


Clear Tomato Soup 


Roast Beef 
Browned Potatoes

Horseradish 


Green Beans 


Shredded Cabbage and Carrot 


Salad 


Snow Pudding 


With lamb and mutton, a tart jelly 


such as currant, mint or barberry is 
usually served. 
Vegetables 
good 


with mutton are mashed potatoes, 
creamed white turnip, green 
peas, 


asparagus, cauliflower, spinach, to- 
matoes—any of the strong flavored 
vegetables. Caper sauce is served 
with mutton. Green peas are tradi- 
tional with lamb, and spinach 
or 


any leaf vegetable is good. The des- 
sert for either lamb or mutton 
should be of fruit in some fashion or 
a frozen dessert may be used. 


Veal needs a tart jelly and a well- 


seasoned* sauce of some sort. Hollan- 
daise sauce is used with 
tomato, 


brown sauce, onion or veal. 
The 


vegetables should not be too pro- 
nounced m flavor. Green beans, green 
peas, asparagus, spinach and carrots 
are especially good. The dessert may 
be anything but a gelatine concoc- 
tion. 


Chicken, probably the most pop- 


ular kind of poultry for warm 
weather, needs a tart Jelly such as 
cranberry or currant, although any 
jelly or conserve with a sharp flavor 
can be used. Rice Is often substi- 
tuted for potatoes. When there is 
gravy, noodles or 
dumplings are 


good. Green corn, green peas, lima 
beans, all the 
succulent summer 


vegetables and creamed onions are 
particularly good. Chicken Is lacking 
in fat, so a rather rich dessert Can 
be used.

finding of the courts has been such 
as to leave the issue in doubt, with 
the exception of one ruling which

Foster Weber, wife of Rudolph H. 
Weber, mayor of Farmingdale, Long 
Island, had obtained a divorce with 
out leaving New York. Her

band later attacked the decree on 
the ground that the fact that it had

ledge consituted an invasion of his 
constitutional 
rights. 
Sitting 
in 


Brooklyn, Justice Faber, of the New 
York supreme court, ruled as fol- 
lows:

parties having invoked the

cree of that court."

"The divorce laws differ in ev- 


ery state In Mexico, and there is. 
of course, some confusion and some 
agitation for a national law. How- 
ever, the government never has sus- 
tained lax and obviously unconsti- 
tutional laws."
